I. STATEMENT OF THE CASE 
Defendant &hd appellant Huey P* 
Newton (hereittafter f< defendant M ) 


was taken into custody in Oakland, 
Callfornia, on or about October 28, 
1967, and has been held in custody 
without ba 11 since that date (Clerk' s 
Transcript on Appeal . heretnafter 
"C.T ", 54). Onorabout November 
13, 1967, defendant was indicted by 
the Grand Jury of Alameda Coun- 
ty lor the murder of Oakland Po- 
üce Officer John Frey, assault 
wlth a deadly weapon upon a peace 
office r (Oakland Poiice Officer 
Herbert Heanes), kidnapping of one 
Dell Ross, and defendant waschar- 
god wlth eonmusslon of a prior 
felony, assault wlth a deadly wea¬ 
pon (C.T* 1-2). 

Defendant pleaded not guilty and 
denled the prior felony con vlet ion 
pleaded in the indictment (C.T. 53)* 

Jury trial commenced on said 
charges on or about July 15, 1968, 
before the Alameda County Su¬ 
perior Court, Hom Monroe F ried- 


man preslding* On or about Sep¬ 
tember 8, 1968, the jury returned 
three verdiets: guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter of John Frey; not 
guilty of assault witha deadly wea¬ 
pon upon Herbert Heans; and the 
jury found that the charge of a 
previous convtction set forth In 
the indictment was true (C T 252- 
255). 

The trial court granted defen¬ 
dant's motion for judgment of ac¬ 
quit tal on the kidnapping charge, 
on the ground that there was no 

evidenee to support it (Reporter' s 
Transcript on Appeal, hereinafter 
"R.T.", 2730)* 

Judgment of conviction of volun- 
tary manslaughter was entered by 
the Superior Court on September 
27, 1968 (C T 308)* Motlons for 
new trial, probaüon, and bal! 
pending appeal were denied (G T* 
309)* 


li, POINTS ON APPEAL 

Denial of pre-trial motions and 
the errors listed, infra* denied 
defendant due processüflaw, equal 
protection of the laws, consti- 
tutiona] and statutory rights, and 
a fair trial. Trial commenced over 
the objectlons of the defendant to 
denial of the following pre-trial 
motlons: 

A* To quash the indictment be- 
cause the Grand Jury which re¬ 
turned it was lllegally eonstttuted 
because of the systematic exclü- 
sion of black persons, poor per¬ 
sons, and other members of mi- 
nority groups, and because pro- 
ceeding by indictment hereinarbi- 
trariiy denied defendant' s consti- 
tutlonal rights of corifrontatlon of 
witness and discovery (C.T, 15), 

B* To quash the venire of petit 
jurors because methods of inltial 

selection of prospective trial jur¬ 
ors from the voters* reglstration 
lists, without supplementatlon 
from any other source, systema- 
Ucally excluded black persons and 
other minority races from the 
mast er panel; and the selection 
and exeuse procedures employed 
by the Jury Commlsioner and hls 
staff, for trivtal causes and the 
convenfenee of empioyers of said 
persons, further systematically 
excluded such pers ons andcreafced 
au unconstltutional panel (C.T, 
124)* 

C* For contlnuance because of 
the prevalence of white racism In 
the general community and the lm- 
possibility of Impanellng a white 
jury from which said white ra¬ 
cism and bias rnlght be uncovered 
(and thus be eliminated through 
challenge for cause) through voir 
dire techniques; and because of 
prejudicial publicity disseminated 
by the authoritles of the City of 
Oakland and County of Alameda, 
polsonlng the atmosphere and pre- 
jud icing pot ent ia 1 Jurors against 
defendant (C*T. 101, 107 - 121). 

D, For discovery of thenamesof 
all prosecution witness and their 
statements, however recorded or 
reproduced. 

E, For a hearing to determine 
whether defendant had Intelligently 
waived counsel or was advised 
of his rlght not to testify at the 
prior trial at which defendant re- 
presented himself* This trial re- 
sulted In defendant* s conviction of 
assault wïth a deadly weapon. The 
motion for a pre-trial hearing and 
other relief was to ascertaM tf the 
felony conviction was consti- 
tutionally infirm and whether it 
should, therefore, be excluded 
from use In the present proeeed- 
ing, Subsequent to denial of the 
motion for a hearing, defen¬ 
dant moved for conti nuance so that 
he could pursue his request for 
relief to higher courts prior to 
commencement of trial (C*T. 176- 
182, 193-196) 

F, For an order prohiblHng ap- 
pllcatlon fo Penal Code sectlon 


1074 (8) in such a manner as to 
exclude prospective jurors, able 
and qualified to render a fair de- 
dis ion as to gullt, because of said 
jurors' scrupies and consciëntieus 
opposltion to Capital punishment 
(C.T. 188), 

The trial court er red in deny- 
ing the defendant's motions for 
mistrlal because of: 

A. Prejudicial and improper o- 
pening statement of the prosecu- 
tion (R T. 1720). 

B* Continuing dissemlnatlon of 
prejudicial publicity by govern- 
mental authoritles durtng the 
course of the trial (R T 2342; 
C T, 223V 

C r Sequestration fo the witness 
Henry Grier by the prosecution so 
that he was unavailable to defense 
examinatlon untü the conclusion 
of hls testimony (R.T, 2089)* 

D r Prejudicial conduct of the 
trial court (R.T, 2289-90, 2292, 
2294 , 2315 X 

E. The atmosphere engendered 
by death and torture threats to 
defense counsel, and the armed, 
pat rolled, poiice state atmosphere 
of the courthouse and courtroom 
itself (R T. 2092)* 

The trial court erred when, at 
the conclusion of the prose- 
cutlon f s case and again at the con¬ 
clusion of the defendant* s case, 
the trial court denied defendant*s 
motion for judgment of acquittal 
of first and second degree murder 
pursuant to Penal Code sectlon 
1118.1 (R L T t 2668,2698,2730,3505). 

The trial court fat all y erred in 
failing to reopen trial p roe eed- 
Ings, upon defendant 1 s motion, 
when defendant first discovered, 
durtng the jury's deliberaüons, 
that the prosecution had sup- 
pressed evidenee crltically favor- 
able to the defendant* The trial 
court compounded this error when, 
without calltng the jury into open 
court, the trial court, tnstead, 
caused the suppressed evidenee to 
be transmitted to the room where 
the jury was deliberating, without 
comment, explanation or dlsclo- 
sure to the jury of the nature of 
the evidenee or of the fact that 
it had been suppressed by the pro¬ 
secution. 

The trial court further erred in 
refUsing to admit certafn evidenee 
offered by defendant (R.T. 2906, 
2973, 2996-7, 3022-32), and in the 
giving of certain of the prosecu¬ 
tion' s proposed instructions (Nos* 
6, 7, 19, 20 at C T. 236), and re- 
fusing certain of the defendant's 
proposed instructions (C.T* 290- 
92). 

ïn additlon, the cumulative ef¬ 
fect of f he foregotng was to deny 
the defendant a fair trial. The 
judgment s hou ld be reversed be¬ 
cause the evidenee Is insufficiënt 
to support the verdict of convic¬ 
tion. That verdict must faU as in¬ 
consistent wlth the verdict of ae- 
quittai. 
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The Black people do not under-

The reason 
being, only indlvlduals with ^un- 
questtütiable character’ 1 are se- 
lected for those positions,

wlth Jerry Rubin. The power struc- 
rure s hou ld come froni behind tiie 
iron curtain, take the poiice out of 


blue uniforms, and put ihem in the 
Ru Klux Rian robes* Because the 
spirit of the Klans, now rermeates 
the land. lts spirit has taken die 
wings of the morning f soa red 
throughout the United States,

Heiv is how things happened: 
rnSDAV* JUNI 24Ui: Without 
nrovocation and in cold blood, a cop 
shot and killed H year old Vivian 
Strong in the public tiousing pro- 
jects where she lived. The cop s 
name is James Loder and etmi- 
plalits have been igndred. 

Aft er fhe cop had been convoyed 
out of the area by other -ops. some 
Windows in eapitaUst establish- 
rnents were breken, but no lires 
we re set, and the re was not much 
of anything taken. Pan and 1 stood 
OUt Si de a liquo: store ealled 1-7 
Drive Thru (wliich was sub- 
sequently totally demolislied by 
fire^ and prevented kids fromon¬ 
tering because the cops 
would like to catch them insido 
a Place and gun them down with Iiess 
shotguns, Soon, on the scene came 
some cops iedby a Lieutnant named 
Puber tl. They parked inthemiddle 
of the Street and stood out the re 
with riot guns and machine guns.

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South Africa has a very highly 
develöped economy and has been 
under a non-stop boom period since 
1960. As a result of increased 
Brltish, American, German, 
French and Japanese i n vest ment s, 
and South Africa’ s own accelerated 
capitalist growth, a new factor is 
fast emerging, South Africa'sgiant 
combines have begun the export 
of capita! into black - ruled Africa - 
and the refore to a large measure 
South Africa has become an Im¬ 
perialist country. For example, 
t ra i tor-Tom President Banda of 
Lalawi opened a $3,000,000 Sugar 
Mill in April of last year. The 
entire capita! was provided by 
the South African Industrial Cor¬ 
poration, The same Traitor-Tom 
Banda awarded the country of plan¬ 
ning hts new prestige capita! called 
Lüongwe to a South African firm. 
The cost is known to be pheno- 
men al. N Banda's Malawi is not 
alone. South African companies 
such as the mult-miUion dollar 
monopoly Anglo American 
Corporation (incorp o rating Anglo- 
Vaal) of H. Oppenheimer, have 
extended their tentacles to Zambia, 
the Congo, Botswana, Swaziland 
and other neighbouringterritories. 
It is important to understand South 
Africa's economie power, to fully 
understand the present transttory 
phase of white South Africa’ s 
security, and present failure of 
both the Pan Africanist Congress 
and the African National Congress 
to pose a serious tbreat to the 
‘stability*’ of the country. South 
Africa ls surrounded by economi- 
cally backward countrles - 
Botswana Lesotho, Swaziland, Mo¬ 
zambique and Rhodesia. (Lesotho 
is an enclave of South Africa), 
From the point of view of turning 
a blind eye to the South African 
guerrlllas, Rhodesia and Mozam¬ 
bique ean be ruled out, since 
these two countrles have a common 
primary alm with South Africa - 
whlch is the preser vation of white 
supremacy and domination. From 
the other countrles, which are 
under black "rule”, the black 
South African and Rhodesian guer¬ 
rilla expeets assistance - or tn- 
terested indifference to his ac- 
ttvities. The western capitalist 
influence, which is still very a~ 
live in all Africa today, accounts 
for the present eclipse in the wars 
of natïonal liberaüon. Banda, 
Khama of Botswana, Jonathan Le- 
bua Molapo and Sobhuza allow 
themselves to be held to ransom 
by bowing down to capitalist 
threats. It is argued that they 
should for bid black freedom 
fighters to use their territories 
as bases or infiltration routes 
Into South Africa or Rhodesia. 
These territories - Malawi, 
Botswana, Lesotho, and Swaziland 
export hundreds of workers 
annually into South Africa - Almost 
all of them are eontxacted into 
the leve! of sub-hu mans, a fact 
which any foreign visitor into the 
country is quick to observe. The 
tragedy in Africa is that it is 
perhaps the only other continent 
on earth - the other one being 
Europe, which is without a rev- 
olutionary government. Asia has 
Vietnam and China and Laün 
American guerrillas can look to 
Cuba for material and moral sup¬ 
port.

second half of August and early 
September 1968, 33 guerrillas who 
had entered Botswana frorn the 
north we re taken into custody and 
proseeuted. The guerrillas we re on 
their way to South Africa where 
they wou ld impart their knowledgo 
on guerrilla i&etics to their coin- 
rades. Traitor - Torn Khama 
clalmed that the 33 freedom 
fighters were arrested for enter¬ 
ing Botswana Ulegally. He also 
claimed “It is in ourowninterests 
to detain such illegy] irmii \ gram s'", 
Khama is perhaps rï^ht to coMerid 
that it is in hls own interest tode- 
tain 4 'such illegal imsmgrants", 
The very minute petty bourgeois 
clique, of which he is the head is 

only in power because of South 
African economie aid and the back- 
wardness of Botswa na* s peasant ry. 

A victorieus revolution under a 


marxist leadership in South Africa 
would quickly spread into neigh- 
bouring territories, The new 
workers’ States, it is inconceivable 
that the new workers' state of 
South Africa would wish to co- 
exist withneo-colonlal states with- 
fn its own frontiers. 

I have said that both the Pan 
Africanist Congress and the 
African National Congress have 
made very Ilttle headway in their 
guerrilla activiües against South 


revolutionary countrles within 
South Africa' s frontiers (or indeed 
in Africa as a whole), a large 
number of black police informers 
has inflïtratedthe liberaüon move¬ 
men ts. South Africa has increased 
its budget on state security and 
this year's figure stands at 
R 4,500,000, with a large proportion 
earmarked for informers. The 
other obstacle orobstruction tsthe 
continued cleavage between the 
Pan Africanist Congress and the 
African National Congress, which 
the enemies of the revolution can 
only continue to exploit and ex- 
acerbate. The ANC-ZAPU disas- 
trous aetion in the Wankie Re¬ 
serve of Rhodesia, about a year 
ago, was due partly to lack of any 
dialogue between the ANC and PAC, 
THOUGH SALUTING THOSE AN( 
rades who feil in battle, polnted 
out one grave error committed 
by ANC tacticlans. The PAC cor- 
rectly argued that it was wrong to 
have taken on the mtght of the 
a d van c ed R h od v s ian and S out h A f- 
rican ar mies on conventioual war- 
fare, and serondly that the peasants 
within the aiva where the fighting 
took place had not been polüiclzed 
to understand what the real ob- 
jectives of the guerrillas were, 
Sn far, all the appeals for unity 
emanatlng from the PAC marxists 
have fallen on deaf ears. This 
tragic state of affairs is due to 
the almost total domination of the 
ANC leadership by the Moscow 
oriented Communist Party of South 
Africa, There is very Httle doubt 
that at grass roots Ie vel, the two 
organtzaüons would like to see 
some sort of a UNTÏED FRONT, 
even if this was In the field of 
guerrilla combat only. The eliml- 
nation of police spies, black collab- 
orators is of vitaï interest to Ix)th 
organïzations, The only time 
armed guerrillas managedtoreach 
South Africa was in June 1068.

The populatlon of South Africa 
is 19,500,000. The black populatlon 
numbers 16,000,000, 8,000,000 of 
which is in the cities and to a 
large extent detribalized. South 


8,000,000 is in the reserves and 
Boer Farms, and still shows some 
vague loyalty to their Tribal chlefs, 
South Africa has an advanced 
white working class - in a tech¬ 
nologie al sense and a backward 
black proletarlat The blacks can- 
not rise beyond certain forms of 
labour. A special iaw, known as 
the Job Reservation Act waspassed 
by the racist South African Govern¬ 
ment to ensure that the whites 
should never be kept out of em- 
ployment by blacks. Racist min¬ 
ister of Labour Viljoen said in 
Cape Town last year M 18 job reser¬ 
vation Determlnations were in op- 
e r ation, re se r v i ng occ u pat ion s and 
trades on a racial basis. Among 
the Industries affected were foot- 
wear, clothing, motor assembly, 
building and transport.' During 
the five year period ended 
December 31,1966, apprenticeship 
contracts were registered in re¬ 
spect of 40,935 youths. Of this 
number, none were black. White 
racist trade unionist Van der Berg 
said In supoort of this law 
11 Africans should be allocated the 
jobs that whites refhsed to do, but 
at the lower African rates of pay, 
so that no Africans will beallowed 
to work above the reservation 
line''. I clte these statements from 
South Africa's racist authorities 
to show you some of the methods 
used to keep theblackman in aper¬ 
manent state of hackwardness. Let 
us now consider South Africa' s 
Electrical Industry. Of Africa's 
electrtcal power, South Africa a- 
lone accounts for 69^. Although 
blacks are employed In this in- 
dustry, they only do the meniiil 
jobs. There are no black electri- 
clans or engineers. Tiie blacks 
are only hewers of the heav^ h 
bundles of conducting wires and 
drawers of eleetric pylons. There 
is also a lau bar ring blacks from 
recetving any training that may 
lead to them qualifying as 
electrical technlcians or engi¬ 
neers. This brief description of 
the electrical trade industry can 


be extended to a dozen other in¬ 
dustries and the same conclusions 
wlll be arrived at. 

The technologie al ly advanced 
white proletarlat has vested in¬ 
terest in the preservation of the 
status quo, they have a high wage, 
a high Standard of living and their 
jobs are preserved for them by 
their racist government which is 
dominated by the Boer bourgeoisie, 
which in turn acts as the police man 
for the Brltish, American, French, 
German and Japanese monopol^ 


capitalists. It seems highly urn 
iikely therefore, that this prlvl- 
leged white working class would 
wlsh to jotn forces with the worst 
exploitod section of the populatlon 
for a long time to come. 

Now - - can this technologlcatly 
backward black proletarlat bring 
about the triumph of a socialist 
revolution in South Africa? Al¬ 
though an advanced working class 
would be of immense importance 
in the embryonic stages of any 
socialist society, the absence of 
te c hnolo^I cally' ad van c ed wo r ke r $ 
would merely postpone total ef¬ 
ficiency in the people's industries 
or factor! es, ra the r than make it 
impossible for a socialist revolu- 
üon to take place. The existence 
of a broad naüonal movement is of 
great importance and ts highly de- 
sirable for a successful Insur- 
rection to take place in South 
Africa, The Pan Africanist Con¬ 
gress has shown this potentiality, 
despite several setbacks since 
1964. The PAC cannot hope to 
achieve a proletarian revolution 
unless it is led by marxists-cap- 
able of grasping marxist theory 
and correctly appiying these 
theories to their own situation 
In South Africa, There Is evidenee 
that the new body called the Revolu¬ 
tionary Command within the PAC 
consist s largely of marxist 
oriented revolutionaries. Led by 
nationalists alone, of a petty 
ixjurgeois type, the PAC cannot 
hope to create a w'orkers* state 
in South Africa, but some sort of 
a national bourgeois democratie 
re public ur even a backward mili¬ 
tary dictatorshlp as in Algerla, 
The Algerian Revolution failed be- 
causé it lacked a marxist leader¬ 
ship. Because of the wide com- 
plexities of the South African sit- 
uation, tlie PAC is preparing it- 
self for a protracted revolutionar} 
w r ar T drawing lessons from all 
the revolutions that have taker 
place so far and working out its 
own program me inaccordancewdth 
the pre valling conditions in Soutl 


Africa. Given the present state 
of affairs, whereby Africans are 
not allowed to own im movable pro- 
perty, Ue., land, houses, etc*, a 
marxist oriented leadership can 
take the nation from natïonal lib- 
eration direct Into the socialist 
phase under the dictatorshlp of the 
proletarlat without necessarily 
passing through the extravagant 
and costly national bourgeois dem¬ 
ocratie phase. A successful revo- 
luiion in lts wake trainsengineers, 
doctors, architects, etc, This oc- 


curs during the protracted phase 
of the revolutionary war - as in 
Vietnam today, making it absurd 
to draw a llne between the mili¬ 
tary and the civiiian personnel 
within the populatlon. Another 
reason why socialist measures 
may not meet hostile opposition 
amongst the black populatlon is 
that we do not need to go far back 
in our historical research to ex- 
platn. The African tribes had no 
lm movable property traditionsbe- 
fore the white man came In 1652. 
Land was owned communally by 
the tribe and not a single indlvid- 
ual owning a distinctive part of 
the country, The farmlng method 
w'as pastoral - though each tribe 
owned a distinctive part of South 
Africa long before the Boers came* 
Today the government of South 
Africa has allocated 13^ of the 
country for the “settling" of Af¬ 
ricans in their “home lands'L 
The 13% is made up of the worst 
parts of South Africa, Even in these 
so-called home lands, this racist 
government reserves the right to 
remove the blacks if this is in 
the interests of the whites. Heuse 
the PACs slogan of “Izwe Lethu'* 
(our country or our lands) arouses 
full throated cries of izwe, Izwt 
amongst the black proletarlat aix 
peasantry all over South Africa. 
Impllcit in this slogan is that the 
preciüus lands which were once 
communally owned must be gol 
back from the usurpers by what- 
ever means neccssary. A marxist 
would be correct to argue that 
though the communalism of these 
peopies w T as the Ixickwarcl form.

The United Front Against Fascism Conference 
held on July 18-20 brought together some 
four thousand people from all parts of Ameri¬ 
ca. Those four thousand people attended the 
conference, no to be entertained or to engage 
in ideological debate, but rather to come forth

The Alameda County Peace 
and Freedom Party this 
weekend asked for ihe arrest 
of a Berkelcy policeman on a 
charge of murder. 

They also asked for the arrest 
of the Berkeiey mayor* vice 
mayor, city manager and chicf 
of police as * accomplices lJ and 
o F the arrest of lwq other 
policcmen for 41 a L l e m p ï e d 
murder” and ”accessory to 
murder.” 

A statement cimdaled by the 
PFP county co-ordinatjng com- 
mittee referred to the slaying 
by Berkeiey police July 10 of 
a 16-year-old youth accused of 
armed robhery folio wing a 
police stakeoul and an armed 
robhery in soufh Berkeiey. 

The PFP statement considers 
the shooting of Osvvald Sanders 
lh murder” and claims Police 
man Raipti Weule- who shot San¬ 
ders, should be charged wiih

It's ïhe feeling of SDS that the 
repression that the student move- 
ment Is faclng obviously is not 
nearly as severe as the repression 
that the Vietnamese people are 
facing, that the repression and 
the fase is m that the black people, 
and the brown people, and all the 
people colonized within this im¬ 
perialist country who are fighting 
for their liberatlon are facing. 
And we feel, and this is the most 
Important thtng that we can say, 
that what's happening on the cam¬ 
puses is only integrally tled with 
what' s happening to the people who 
are oppressed within the United 
States and throughout the world by 
the system of imperialism and its 
fascist, ter ro ristte repression. 
The fight that H s being waged on the 
campuses, when lt’s waged solely 
on the campuses, is a fight 
that can end up only on the cam¬ 
puses* That' s not where we' re at 
at all* That's not where we, as 
aqf organization of young revolu- 
tionaries, are trying to move the 
student movement. We are trying 
to link lt up wlth the working class 
movement, with support for the 
r lght of se 1 f- d ete rm i nation of bl aek 
and brown people In this coun¬ 
try and all people oppressed and 
colonized by U.S* imperialism 
throughout the world a$ the pri- 
mary key upon which we’re trying 
to buüd our movement* 

Now, there’s this McClellan 
Committee* The re's these other 
committees In Washington, there's 
local committees all around the 
country that are keeplng their eye 
on us almost to the extent, the 
sa me as they’re keeplng it on 
organizations like the Black Pan- 
ther Party, or the other Inter¬ 
national proletarian revolutionary 
organizations in this country* The 
repression that we have faced so 
far has been slight* Even if the 
laws that the McClellan Committee 
and the other fascist congressional 
committees are trying to put for- 
ward are passed, the repression 
that we are faclng wil! still be 
nothlng compared to the repression 
that the colonized people have been 
faclng for centuries. Our fight 
against those committees must be 
won of ever tncreased struggle, 
ever increased miütancy, ever In- 
creased alliances with the werking 
class, with the colonized people, 
the people oppressed by U*S, Im¬ 
perialism and its faseism, That's 
our strategy* That* s our strategy 
for dealing with McClellan* We 
don't care that he's got a big 
board* Some of you may have seen 
a picture of lt* lt f s got the n&mes 
:>f all the SDS people on the cam¬ 
puses in the reglons, in the na- 
donal structure, just üke the 
'Battie of Algiers" where they 
iad that board set up, We don J t 
;are that he and that commlttee 
ire proposlng new- laws* Our re¬ 
sponse to those new laws in going 
;o be to come back this fall on 
the campuses after a summer of 
building, organizing projects with 
revolutionary werking-class youth 
throughoui this country* Our pro¬ 
gram is going to be to come back 
on the campuses this fall and hit 
them harder than they’ve ever 
been hit before, 

We're startlng off on Oclober 11 
in Chicago* Last year, our most 
militant confrontation with the pig 
power structure around the war

was at the time of the Democra¬ 
tie Convention* Now there's eight 
revolutionaries on trial for or¬ 
ganizing that demonstratlon. 
They're trying to siow us down* 
That’s the time for us to go back 
even harder, stronger than we were 
last summer. October eleventh* 
Glve everybody a chance who's 
doing organizing this summer, try¬ 
ing to reach worklng class young 
people to get them to come to 
Chicago and fight in the interna¬ 
tional struggle; to get them to 
pull students off of the campuses 
the second and third week of the 
semester around demands like: 
F ree all politic al prisoners, U r S. 
occupatlon troops out of Vietnam^ 
the black and brown communities 
and off the schools, (applause) 
It's around those kinds of poli¬ 
tics: revolutionary, anti*imper¬ 
ialist, anti-fascist politics that the 
student movement must build; de¬ 
mands that are going to definitely 
be raised this fall for the open 

admlssions to these schools for 
the colonized people who have been 


den led access to even those in- 
stitutions under capitalism, We 
must wage those demands, conti¬ 
nue to wage those demands in the 
tradition of the San Franeisco 
State struggle* 

Now, let me just digress for 
a second because there's been an 
undercurrent running through this 
meeting about our interna] stmg- 
gles with the Progressive Labor 
Party* From time to time we have 
had to leave the floor to try to 
take care of some business out- 
slde* Progressive Labor Party, 
after we expelled them from SDS, 
6 weeks ago, (applause) passed a 
resolutlon whlch is called "Fight 
Racism." It has three parts to 
it* The first part is okay* We 
agree with it, Everyone agrees 
with it* Fight pig institutes on the 
campuses* That's something con¬ 
crete that students can do* That's 
something we've been doing all 
along* Brothers and Sisters at 
Kent State shut down the Oak- 
land pig ree ruiters when they came 
the re last year - one of the most 


militant campuses. The second 
part of their program is to fight 
expansion into the black, brown 
and working class communities, 
That’s right on* We've all been 
doing that. The third part of their 

program is to demand special 
hiring of black and brown people 
in the service institutions within 
the universitles. That’s like in 
the cafeterias, janitoriai work, 
custodial work, etc* There's not 
a single demand in their program 
for open admlssions to the uni- 
versiües for students* Their posl- 
tion is that if colonized students 
are admitted lnto these universi- 
ües, ït*s not going to change the 
class nature of those universitles* 
Those students are going to be 
bought off. We say that’s bullshit. 
M'e say that’s bullshit (applause). 
We say that the people who ha^ 
been oppressed and colonized by 
imperialism and faseism have the 
right to get into those institutions 
and by doing that are going to 
change the class nature of those 
institutions and are eventually 


going to lead to shutting down 
those institutions untü we’ ve de- 
stroyed capitalism (applause), 
That's why we threw PL out of 
SDS and that's why you should 
support us for doing it (applause). 

Now, we have to be honest* We 
have to be honest in our criti- 
cism. The struggle that is going 
to ultimately defeat the United 
States imperialism - the imper¬ 
ialism that is affect ing the people 
of the entire world - Is going 
to be an international struggle, 
it's going to be an armed strug¬ 
gle. It's a struggle that's going 
to have to take place in the Third 
World against U.S, Imperialism, 
and in the mot her country against 
U.S. Imperialism (applause), 

We have some criticisms of 
the politics of the Communist 
Party* We thlnk that internatlon- 
ally, re Vision is m ultimately is not 
going to help defeat imperialism 
(applause)* We know al! revolu¬ 
tionaries, especially the Black 
Panther Party, agree with our 
position. And we also agree that 
every revolutionary in this coun¬ 
try who supports the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party as the vanguard party 
at a time when they're coming 
under the most intense fascist 
repression that any revolutionary 
organization in this country is 
coming under, must be supported 
by any and everyone. And every¬ 
body should support that. But we 
must be clear on how the final 
struggle will be waged and we 
must be a part of that struggle* 
Students must be opening up the 
campuses to the working class, 
must be going into the working 
class communities, becoming part 
of the proletariat and must be 
getting ready for armed struggle 
(applause)* 

Now, I just want to end with 
one story about a partlcular bit 
of repression that an SDS person 
is faclng because 1 think that 
there’s an incredibly important 
lesson lor all of us* If we don’t 
hate capitalism enough by now* all 
these kinds of atroclUes must 
make us hate lt more and must 
make us fight harder to destroyit* 
We have a sister* Her name is 
Susan Parker, She was a member 
and still is a member of the SDS 
Chapte r In Fort Colllns, Coiorado* 
The re were some explosions 
around Coiorado early this year ; 
some power plants were hit* The 
FBI came around and picked up 
Susan Parker on some jive-ass 
grounds of some tire tracks that 
belonged to someone she knew and 
were found near the slde of one of 
the explosions* She was called 
before the Grand Jury and she 
was asked to pig* She was asked 
to pig on her brothers and sisters 
in the struggle In Coiorado* She 
refused to testify before the Gram. 
Jury (applause). She refused tc 
testify before the Grand Jury in the 
state of Coiorado and she has been 
in a Coiorado jail since April and 
she' s not getting out untü she does 
testify or unül we can find some 
way to get her out* ït's not just 
rhetoric. There's reallty to it* 
Living in America, living under 
imperialism and faseism, is like 
living in a prison. To an extent, 
everybody except the bourgeoisie 
is a polltical prisoner and our 
program has got to be one big 
jall break (applause)*

Tonight, I was asked to talk about 
the right to self defense from a 
legal point of view. And because 
Pm not wholly a lawyer inthenon- 
political sense, 1 want to talk a- 
bout it from two points of vievv - 
legal and political. Thelawisslm- 
ple. The law is that every man 
has the right in every state to 
defend his home, his life, person, 
and the lives and persons of those 
he loves or has the duty to pro¬ 
leet from any mol est at ion by any 
person - whether he’s wearing a 
uniform or not, That’s the law. 
It's a simple law t It s s in existence 
in the state of California, in the 
state of New Vork and all of the 
states in between and out to Ha- 
waii and up to Alaska. 

Now from the political point of 
view, the black communities 
around the United States have 
learned and hopefully many more 
will learn that this is a political 
weapon as well as a legal wea- 
pon. it does no good to hear a 
lawyer teil you that you have the 
right to self defense, and to not 
understand poiiücally what self de¬ 
fense is, One eommunity in the 
United States learned this lesson 
well, To talk about it, is to talk 
about Qakland, Harlem, Bedford 
-Stuyvesant, Watts and so on. That 
eommunity is Plainfield, N.J If 
you will remember, during the 
Newark Rebellions, in Plainfield 
N\J , some 40 garrand M-l rifles 
were found missing from the ar- 
mory, The governor of N J. ; Ri- 
chard Hughes, or de red the pol iee 
to search every home in the cent ral 
wards of Plainfield, the black 
ghetto of Plainfield, to Hnd those 
missing rif] es. Th ree himdred 
state pollce and city police broke 
Into every black home in the cen¬ 
tral wards to try to find those 
guns. Vm happy to say that not a 
single gun was found, What 
happened after that was, with the 
exception of one more episode, 
which Til teil you about in a mo¬ 
ment, the police structure in PlaLn- 
field has not molested the black 
eommunity. There has not been a 
white policemen in the central 
wards of Plainfield since July of 
1907. Now, the other episode in 
Plainfield which made it certaln 
that this would be so, occured some 
weeks after the theft of the guns. 
Une white policeman by the name 
of John Gleasen moved into the 
central wards of Plainfield on a 
Saturday afternoon. He marched 


down a Street leaüing unaer a 
railroad underpass and then he 
shot a black man by the name of 
Bobby Lee Williams through the 
stomach. Bobby Lee Williams feil 
to the ground at this intersecüon 
near the railroad underpass. Glea- 
son began to r et re at out of the 
ghetto, He was followed byacrowd 
of black men and women. And a 
block and a half past the inter¬ 
sectiën, he was stomped to death. 
In my opinion, he deserved that 
death. Now, these are wordswhich 
I rnight never have said several 
years ago T urtil 1 lived a ILttle 
longer and spent a little more 
time watching what happens in 
the black ghettos of the metropo- 
litan areas of this countrjy, Glea- 
son signed his death warrant when 
he shot Bobby Lee Williams, an 
unarmed black man, through the 
stomach. The crowd, justifiably, 

without the necessity of a trial and 
in the most dramatic way poss- 
ible, stomped him to death. The 
reason was one that comes from 
400 years, from the pillaging and 
marauding of black communities 
throughout the United States and 
the world by white power struc- 
tures that have preyed upon the 
ghetto the way vultures prey on 
ineat. This is the sad story of the 
control of the black eommunity. 
The right to self-defense legally 
is tied up intimately with the right 
of self-protection of the black 
ghetto. Without that self-protec- 
tion, the black ghetto is at the 
mercy of whatever power structure 
which happens to sit in the city 
halls throughout this country. The 
policeman, with the modern ar- 
mory which he possesscs w ith his 
imimmity, essentially, from pro- 
secution for whatever he does can 
onlv be stopped in one way - 
if he knows that he rnight fa.ll like 
Gleason if he Wolates the rights 
of black men, women and chil- 
dren in the ghetto areas of the 
United States. 

There* s one way to let him know 
that and that is to be in a posiüon 
to retaliate if the eommunity is 
üi/aded. Vou have a perfect right 

legally to possess certalnweapons. 
I won’ t go into the nature of each 
one. Vou know r it as well as I do. 
But, in most States, a weapon 
that cannot be hidden on the per¬ 
son, with the exception of certain 
automatte rifles, can be legally 
maintained by you. That goes for 


semi-automaiïc rifles, semi-auto- 
matlc carbines, ordlnary rifles 
of whatever callber. ïf the power 
structure knows that you are de- 
termined to use that piece If your 
eommunity is invaded, if people 
you 10 %'e or respect, or who are 
merely your sisters and brothers 
are being unjustlypersecuted. vic- 
timized and destroyed by police, 
you have the right to use whatever 
forces necessary to prevent that 
deprédaüon of human rights, It’s 
hard for lawyers sometimes - 
like myself - who come out of 
the rniddle class, who come out of 
an environment which is one in 
which language such as 1 am using 
tonight, was not what we learned. 
But life teaches many lessons as 
most of you know, and after you've 
lived a while and after you r veseen 
what happens in ghetto after ghetto, 
then you begin to understand some¬ 
times that fear of retaliation is 
possible (until we reach the 
millenium), the only fear that pre¬ 
vent s those who prey on the op- 
pressed from going too far. It 
won’t stop them entirely - that 
would be asking to much - but 
it will slow them down, and In 
Plainfield it did stop them. It 
oost a grievious hullet w r ound in 
Bobby Lee Williams* stomach, it 
cost the conviction for murder 
of a man and a woman who were 
convicted for the murder of John 
Gleason and who's appeal is pen¬ 
ding. Bobby Lee Williams, because 
he refused to testify for the state 
at those trials has just been in- 
dicted for an attempt to murder 
John Gleason, altïiough it’s hard 
to reaüze how you can attempt to 
murder somebody when you* re 
lylng on the ground with a ,36 
callber hullet in your gut, which 
is exactly what the position of 
Bobby Lee Williams was, That 
case goes to trial this September. 

I would just like to adda few words 
before I quit onthissubjectofself- 
defense. 

The Black Panther Party, as you 
all know, was named the Black 
Panther Party for Self-Defense. 
One of the Cardinal principles 
which I have learned to regard as 
one of the most important because 
it is most important to secure your 
eommunity, ( sometimes it’sdiffi- 
cult to marrh ahead when you have 
a fear-ridden eommunity that 
whinces every time a siren goes 
down the Street, Sometimes it’s 


difflcuit tooperate as human beings 
when every knock on the door 
mlght bring the pig inside,) Of ten 
It J s almost impossible to live 
knowing that you are almost an 
outlaw in the old English sense 
where every man could take your 
life without penalty or fear. It's 
difficult to live that way. And yet, 
as most of you know much better 
than [, that is the way life In 
the ghetto runs in this day and 
age in America, 1969. If you have 
the power to defend yourselves by 
weapons that are legal, then you 
have the power to start to rid 
the ghetto of the overrlding fear 
of invasion that paralizes much 
action, You have the power to put 
au end to one of the chief draw¬ 
backs of all black communitUes - 
the control of the black eommunity 
by white policemen, So, I say to 
you, and Tm speaking both as a 
lawyer and as a human being that 
what Pm advocating here is per- 
fectly legal, it’s perfecüy in the 
American traditlon, it f s ln the 

tradition of ali men who respect 
themselves and their families and 
their friends, and those who share 
their common needs and desires, 
that you must stand ready unül 
a better age arrivés to protect 
yourself. your eommunity, your 
friends, your lives, your property 
and the very things that give life 
meanlng. Vou must be able to stand 
as a man, as a woman and if you 
have to, Ü is better where it's 
necessary to retaliate than tobend 
the head or bare the back for one 
more minute, One more minute 
of backbending, one more minute 
of scraping to the voice of white 
authortty is one minute too much. 
You cannot afford to spend that 
minute You must stand ready to 
defend yourselves. And if you 
are ready - I hope that you won* t 
have to - but don’t shrink if you 
have to, it is almost worse to be 
ready and able to defend your self 
and to freeze on the trigger when 
the time comes, because then you 
will have told the power structure 
that they need not fear you, and 
you open up the who Ie sad trail 
of misery and depredaüon that 

has charaeterized ufe on this con¬ 
tinent for so many years,

Huey P. Newton says, "Any un- 
armed people are slaves, or are 
subject to slavery at any given mo¬ 
ment, lf the guns are taken out of 
the hands of the people and only 
the pigs have guns, then Ws off 
to the concentration camps, the gas 
chambers, orwhateverthe fascists 
in Am erica come up with. One of the 
democratie rights of the United 
States, the Sec on d Am end ment to 
the ConsÜtution, gives the people 
the right to bear arms, However, 
there is a greater right; the right 
of human dignity that gives all 
men the right to defend them- 
selves. 

As the black liboration stmggle 
in the United States developed from 
a lower to a higher level, from a 
lunch counter sit-in in Alabama 
to guerrilla type actlons all across 
the United States, we saw and we 
pee the demagogues beginning their 

campaign against 'crime in the 
streets’, We see the domagogues 
mobüizing supporters» the forces 
of fascism under the phüosophy of 
Taw and order 1 , the guise under 
which fascism is growing in 
America, Backing up the rhetoric 
of the demagogue is the "beefing 
up’ f of the gestapo pig police forces 


all across America, In addUlon, 
more and more gun control le- 

gislatlon, the guise under which the 
people are being unarmed, is being 
passed every day to take away the 
democratie right to bear arms, 
w T hïch in turn dehumanizes you by 
pre vent in g you from exercislng 
your human right to self-defense, 

Eldrldge Cleaver said,"Theop- 
pressor has no rlghts that the op¬ 
pres sed are bound to respect,” 
Because those people that own and 
control the institutions of finance 
Capital, the Rockefellers, theKen- 
nedys, the Hunts, etc,, want to 
maintain their control l>ecause they 
want to maintain the oppresslon and 
exploitation of mankind, They do 
not have the right to dispatch their 
fascist troops throughout the cities 
of Amer ica to brutalize and murder

rebellions that they ain’t goln* fo 
lt, Huey P. Newton didn’t go for 
it. The Black Panther Party ain’ ■ 
goin 1 for it. Los Siete de la Raz; 
didn f t go for it. You T d better makc 
up your minds quick. Because wr 
don-t see much time left, Blaci 
people in genera], may not relati 
to the word, or the definttions oi 
fascism as articulated Dimttrofi, 
but black people sure relate Lo 
the social practice of 400 ye&rs of 
brutaüty and murder perpetratec 
on us by the fathers of fascism, 
Huey P É Newton says, "The 
racist dog police must withdrav 
from the black com munity, orface 
the wrath of the armed people,” 
The Black Panther Party has a 
motto. It is a quote by CMirman 
Mao Tse Tung of the Chinese 
Communist Party, "We are the 
advocates of the aboiition of war. 
W’e do not want war, but war cai 
only be abolished through wü 
I n order to get rid of the gun, i: 
is necessary to piek up the gun”

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The hour is gettlng late, I want to 
be able to talk to youabout someof 
the thlngs that we lawyers have to 
do, Tm not going to analyze with 
you the politic al prisoners and 
problems that the political pris¬ 
oners are confronted with be- 
cause you have heard in detail, 
and beautifully, from the varlous 
brothers and sisters who are con- 
nected directly with the problem, 
First of all, may I say to you, 
I want to make a correction, On 
the program where it refers tothe 
“revolutionary National Lawyers’ 
Gillid' \ Don’ t kld yourselL 1 happen 
to be a mem her of that organl- 
zation, They are fine, out standing 
fight ing lawyers, but they are not 
a revulutionary bunch of lawyers* 
They are just as much a part of 
the bourgeoisie, middle class, as 
all of the rest of the professional 
middle class are, and they are 
not revoiutionaryi 1 want to 
correct that* That doesn't mean 
that the National Lawyers' Gulld 
are a bunch of finks, They are out* 
standing, courageous fighters lor 
freedom, They fight against 
fascism. They fight against cor- 
ruption in the courtrooms and 
they fight right down to the line, 

I just want to make that correction* 

I dtd not w T ant to have the or- 
ganization flying under false 
colors, and have you under a 
false impression, that there are 
throughout the United States revo- 
lutionary law r yers in the ïengthand 
breadth and the strength of the 
National Lawyers' Guild, I want 
to also say to you that no revo- 
lution was ever carried on, no 
radical chauge was ever carried 
on in any country by lawyers, 
(applause) By the way, In that re¬ 
spect, I am no different than the 
other lawyers, You’re going to 
have to depend upon your own 
strength and your owm contribu- 
üon to the class struggle and the 
fight against fascism yourself, 
(applause) The lawyers wül help, 

I want to say another thing be- 
fore I go into what I have to say 
to you. There have been a great 
number of lawyers who have come 
to this conference from varlous 
parts of the United States, We don’t 
even know just who they are, 
That's why Peter Frank and 
Robert Truehaft and others have 
Issued an invitaüon to all lawyers, 
legal secretarles, Uw students, 







































and those who are closely identified 
in the defense of these politica! 
and oppresslng matters to meet 
with us tomorrow morning, 
el even o'clock, at Hobert 
Truehaft's home* We hope to be 
able to work out a program that 
I want to talk to you about, and 
things to be done. 

Two weeks ago, I re ad tn the 
paper, and probably some of you 
read in the paper that a justice 
of the high court of Greece was 
expelled from the bench because 
he would not go along with the 
Heil Hitler form of judlciary in 
Greece. And he was expelled from 
hls bench* Of course, that cannot 
happen in Ame ricaUt cannot happen 
in America, Or, can it? When the 
go ver nor of this state and the 
assemblyman representing this 
particular part of Alameda 
County, and the execuüve secre- 
tary of the governor of this state 
has the nerve and the audacity to 
call into the state capitol at Sac- 
ramento a cross-section of judges, 
(both municipal court and the su¬ 
perior court), at a meeting and 
told those judges that unless they 
hardened up and became a part 
of the M law and order" and in- 
flicted serious and multiple pun- 
ishment upon the so-called dis¬ 
sident s, that these judges would 
find weïl-financed opposition the 
next time they ran for public of¬ 
fice as a judge. The "San Fran- 
Cisco Chronicle" wrote an edi- 
tor ia! about that. Fm sorry to say 
that the bar associaüons through- 
out the state of Caüfornia did 
not see fit to bring the governor 
and the legislative body to task. 

1 want to refresh your memories, 
in case some of you who heard 
Dr, Aptheker talking last night, 
did not hear him very ciearly 
when he pointed out that fascism 
and nazism in Germany eame a- 
bout because the independence of 
the judiciary was taken away by 
the legislative branch and the 
execuüve branch of Germany. The 
independence of the bar was taken 
away by the threats of intimidation 
against members of the bar. If 
we are going to have a United 
Front Against Fascism, then we 
have to get these judges, who we re 
once liberals, and oncewereprac- 
ücing attorneys and had some guts, 
to display that same force of in- 
dependency on the bench. Gther- 


wlse, I for one, do not intend to 
practice law and say " Heil Hitler 11 
to the judge (applause). 

I recently told a court in one 
of the many trials that I have 
found myself in in this particular 
county that I cannot In good faith 
represent a dient when the pro- 
secution intenüonally, willfülly, 
malignantly and maliciousiy eümi- 
nates all Black people from the 
jury (applause), Tm still trying 
that case with an al! w’hite jury. 

I heard Councilman Dellums say 
that he is disgusted and he wants 
to quit. In the words of Huey 
Newton, when 1 say him some six 
weeks ago and I told him that the 
Black Panther Party had issued 
a call for everybody who*s in- ' 
terested in fighting fascism, and 
they w'anted his guidance on that, he 
said to me, " Be sure you teil the 
leadership that we hope that this 
is not just rhetoric and jiving, that 
a program wil! be worked out so 
that fascism will indeed be de- 
^troyed before it gets any fur- 
ther than it lsatthepresenf U n 
He said particularly that, "Field 
niggers iike Dellums, and othèr 
field niggers," and he said, "You, 
too, Garry, You are a field nigger, 
must stay in there and fight." And 
that's exactly what we* ve got to 
do. We' ve got to have more Dellums 
so that this fight can be carriedon 
in a United Front Against Fascism 
and a United Front in the court- 
rooms (applause)* 

I was discussing Huey Newton's 
appeal with a member of the judi¬ 
ciary the other day and I pointed 
out all of the flagrant errors that 
appeared in his case, in his trial, 

£ said, "His case - is going to be 
reversed," The judge said to me, 
"are you kidding? Do you realize 
the times that we are living in? 
Do you think,” he said, "the ap¬ 
pellate courts will have enough 
guts to reverse Huey Newton'scon- 
victlon?’- Now, that isn't Garry 
talking, That isn't Bobby Seale 
talking. That isn't Kunstler 
talking. That T s a member of the 
judiciary saying that to me. By 
the way, whlle Tm on the sub¬ 
ject matter, I happen to know and 
I say at least four people that I 
know in this audience, beards and 
all, who happen to be agents (ap¬ 
plaus e). And I hope, when you're 
reporüng the census of the things 
that we have discussed here to* 


day, you will at least have the 
temerity to teil the truth to your 
superiors (applause)* 

The time is short. Let me get 
down to what we hope to be able to 
do as lawyers. We are hoping that 
the two or three hundred op- 
pressing test cases that are com¬ 
ing about; with the president of 
the U S coming out with the reco- 
mmendation that bail beeiiminated 
for the people who they consider 
to be undesirable; with the tremen- 
dous stress that' s going on in wire 
tapping and all the invasion of 
your personal rights, your politi- 
cal rights, and your soclal rights; 
with the steps going forward with 
the state, judges are setting bails 
that are prohibitive like they are 
in N Y, where you need $2,100,000 
in baü, which is impossible--IFs 
not even ransom; where the law¬ 
yers throughout the country are 
ümited to experience to be able to 
handle these cases of repression. 
We hope to be able to in the next 
60 days to be able to have semi¬ 
nars throughout the Unted States, 
to have lecturers and study cours es 
for lawyers and law students so that 
they can better represent you, so 
that you're not ïimited to three or 
four lawyers throughout the United 
States, so that we TI have 1,000 
lawyers to fight this fight against 
fascism (applause), 

I want to teil you that Fve 
been speaklng throughout the coun¬ 
try In the various law schools. 
The hope is great. These young 
law students are full of the same 
kind of vim and vigour that you 
are. They don't like thesystem the 
way it*s run in a haphazard, one- 
sided, lopsided way any more than 
you do. And when those men and 
women become lawyers and be- 
come fighters in the same cause 
that we are fighting, somechanges 
are going to take place. But in 
the meanüme, we can't walt for 
that to happen because we’ ve got to 
move and move now* That is the 
affirmaüve step that the lawyers 
are taking in this regard. i hope 
that the rest of the conference 
will have some affirmaüve steps 
to fight and combat fascism in the 
same spirit. Thank you very much. 
(Applause). 
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RON DELLUMS AT UFAF CONFERENCE 


Fve been asked to speak to you 
for a few brief moment s this 
evening on the question of fas¬ 
cism. But whlle this conference is 
going on there is also another 
earth- s batte ring e vent taking place 
that I would like to speak a couple 
of minutes on, at least make a 
couple of comments. As you know, 
in a few short hours American 
astronauts will be landing on 
the moon, and they will take wlth 
them a plaque that is engraved 
with the words 11 We come in 
peace' 1 * Now that s groovey if the 
moon men speak English, but 
wouldn' t it be wonderful, wouldn' t 
it be beautiful, wouldn ! t it be 
groovey if the American space 
module landed in Vietnam and 
every ghetto in this country and 
they say loudly, “We come in 
peace”. We* 11 ftnd >ut tomorrow 
night, 

Several months back the Kernen 
report said that America’s baste 
problem is white racism. I went on 
record then and F m on record now 
opposing that pos it ion because it 
ieads you down a t riek path. Ameri¬ 
ca's basic problem is not white 
racism, America's basic problem 
is the hypocrisy and the contra- 
diction inherent to this system* 
Brother Seale saici 1 only have 
IC or 15 minutes, so let me get 
my thing out. And that racism, you 
have to understand, is the 
mechanism by whlchweperpetuate 
and maintain the system, The 
beauty of this conference is that 
the Panthers have clearly Ldenü- 
fied a very dange rous fact. This 
country is prepared to move toward 
a fascist position in order to main- 
tain that hypocrisy and thosecon- 
tradictions, Racism becomos r ,he 
convenient vehivte by whlch fas- 
cism may become an accomplish- 
ed fact in this country, If you 
don’t belleve me, let me take you 
back to the hi story books for 
a moment. Lel us look at Nazi 
Germany as a country that moved 
swiftly and raptdly toward a fas¬ 
cist position, It chose a scape- 
goat and it attributed unto that 
scape-goat all of the ills of that 
society, ït said ff Wo wouldn't 
have educational problems or any 

political problems ifitwasn't 
for the Jews/' 11 We wnuldn’t have 
economie problems if it weren 1 1 
for the Jews.** "We wouldn* t have 
educational problems or anyother 
social problems if it weren* t for the 
Jew's’\ Listen to the rhetoric in 
1969, ft ts dentically the same. 
Our clües wouldn't be burning if 
it weren* t for black people. We 
wouldn't have high tax rates if 
it weren’t for black people, We 
wouldn*t have to finance welfare 
programs, poverty programs, 
model clties programs, or all of 
the other factors if it weren* t 
for black people, young white mil¬ 
itants, chicanes, thfrd world peo¬ 
ple, We wouldn’t have to do all 
these things if it weren’t for them, 
the rhetoric is identically the 
same, The situation is clear* Rac- 
fsm Is used to divide and con- 
quer, Racism is used to divide 
people lnto conquerable groups. 
Black people have been nlggers 
in this society for 400 years and 


in 1969, we have a new nigger* 
He*s white wlth long hair and he 
wears sandals. But iet us not 
fall in that trick bag, 

So that in a move toward fase is m, 
racism is used to unüe millions 
and millions of people who ordi- 
narily may not be In bed together* 
If the majority of white America 
is moving toward solidifying its 
support of brutallty, lts support of 
foree, its support of the use of 
police, military troops, sheriff 
departments and hlghway patrol as 
a method of sol ving problems, 
believe me, we are moving athou- 
sand mlles an hour towards fas- 
eism and we have to stop it to- 
night, If you begin to look at the 
nature of this society and the 
problems inherent tn this society, 
you find that we have been allowed 
to get lnto the “ honk y-nigger' 1 
bag, we p ve been allowed to get hung 
up in the rhetoric of racism so 
that it does not allow us to deal 
with the basic problems inherent 
to this country, f say to you that 
black problems, brown problems, 
red and yellow problems are only 
a dramatic mierocosm of the prob¬ 
lems that plague this nat ion. And 
that if this country is not pre¬ 
pared to deal with the problems of 
third world people and poor white 
people in this country, it*s clear 
that the hlstorians will writegreat 
novels about the rise and fall of 
America. We have to understand 
that. Let*s look for a moment at 
some of the basic insltutions that 
Vm talktng about. Reform pro¬ 
grams first of all will not solve 
our problems, That*s like putting 
mercurichrome on a cancer. Se- 
paraüsm will not solve our prob¬ 
lems, Some of us think that we can 
go to five states in the U S and 
have a groovey thing, There's a 
contradiction built lnto that posi¬ 
tion because if you define America 
as a hostüe nation* and you take 
five states, brother, Fm gonna 
ask you t “What are you gonna do 
when there's a border rïispute?*' 
You see, but on the serious side 
of that, where is there for us to 
run? If we as people who are 
talking about freedom and dig- 
nlty and pride and justice. Where 
can we run? Anywhen? we go 
In this country, we're gonna have 
to deal with the FBI, the CIA, 
the AID, the ABC, the XYZ and 
all those other alp ha bet s that fimc- 
tion as counter-insurgeticy f o rees 
in this country, There's no place 
to run, We* ve got to stand here. 
If other countrtes, if other people 
throughout the world are to have 
their necessary revolutlons, if 
there are other people intheworld 
who must stand up and throw off 
the yoke of oppression, then it*s 
people like you and I who must 

make America a humanitarian na¬ 
tion* We must get that monkey off 
of the rest of the world's back. 
America has assumed the position 
of the most powerful counter-revo- 
lutionary nation in the world. 
America says, “You in another 
country decide that you will seek 
your freedom/* and the people 
did this in Vietnam and webombed 
them, burned them, tried to kill 
we set tip a puppet 




government and we said, ^Busi¬ 
ness as usual/’ You tried inCam- 
bodia, you tried in South America, 
you tried in Afrlca, you tried any- 
where in the world. You must 
deal with America, so that we 
must stop America from assuming 
poüce officer to the world pre¬ 
paring to cram democracy down 
people*s throats when we have not 
made the American dream a real- 
Lty in this country. It is you and 
1 that must make America a hu- 
manitarian nation. So I don’t see 
separatism as a viable alternative 
to sol ving our problems. and that 


earn an income for 90 to 30 days, 
where would you be, white boy? 
You would be in a poverty linewith 
me, Understand that/’ And thenhe 
says, “WeJl, Fm overworked, un- 
derpaid and overtaxed/' And I 
say/’Right on! 1 can say the same 
thing about my people/-’ And then 
he turns around and says/*The 
reason why Fm overtaxed Is be¬ 
cause you people are ereating all 
that heil on the coUege campuses/' 
And 1 say, “Uh-huK Thafs a 
trick bag. You are paying taxes 
because some 500 corporations in 
thts country gross over a büllon

leads me with a third alternative 
and that means rundamental, basic 
Creative, radical, revolutlonary, 
(whatever term you want tu use) 
cbange In the basic institutions 
tn this country. We’re talking about 
the economics, we' re talking about 
the politics, the educatton and the 
judicial system. 

Let' s look for a moment at 
economles. We have a country 
that has become wealthy on the 
backs of poor, on the backs of 
cheap labor. and slave labor, both 
in this country and out of this 
country. Pm not an economist and 
I don* t propose to stand before you 
to pose some kind of concrete 
alternative, but I see my role as 
saylng to you that the economics 
of this country must change. It 
does not work for millions of 
people In this country, It has 
worked for the few on the backs 
of the many In order to coinbat 
fascism with respect to the whole 
question of economics In this coun¬ 
try, we must become hip enougbt 
to say to white America that rides 
around with bumper stickers that 
say, “Support your local poüce 5 ’ 
and “I fight poverty by ha ving a 
job**, by saylng to them that you 
are in a trick bag. Let us stand 
in the front of an audience of 
thousands, of millions of white 
Americans that believe the status 
quo is wonderful and say to them* 
“If \ take all your credit cards 
and stouned vour abilitv to 


awa 


dollars a year and pay not one 
dime in taxes* That’s why you 
pay taxes;** 

I don*t know what the economics 
ought to be, but Iet me say this* 
that as long as there’s a black 
child Ln the black beits in Miss- 
issslppi who can starve to death 
because of a lack of food, and 
the re 1 som eone el se that can travel 
around the world leisurely, there*s 
something sllck and hy poe rit i cal 
about the economics in this coun¬ 
try. 

Since most of the people in the 
audience are young people, I don’t 
have to dweil on the question of 
education. You already understand 
the absurdlty of the educational 
system ln this country. And that 
struggle must continue^ the 
struggle must continue to make that 
education relevant. We must also 
stand for white America that has 
been duped and bralnwashed and 
says that when the Third World 
Liberation Front moves on a 
college campus or BSU's move on 
a college campus back East, we 
m ust say to them when they free 
|iie campus^ to open the doors for 
anyotie* “When they make the cur¬ 
riculum relevant for us, it is also 
freeing it for you. Understand that, 
white boy, '* Thafs the way we 
have to fight fascism, 

We can not allow domagogues 
to play with us. They talk about 
“law and order/* They only ralse 
the question of law r and order when 


a black youth is throwlng a brick 
through a superma rket wlndow h in 
a ghetto moving for his free^dom 
and for justice, or when a young 
student throws a brick through a 
college window on a campus. But 
why don't they talk about law and 
order about the crimes that take 
place on the 65th floors of Madl- 
son Avenues all over this coun¬ 
try. What about the price fixing? 
What about the phoney advertising, 
what about the false Interest rates, 
Insurance rates? What about the 
crimes that rapé and brutalize 
human beings every single day in 
this country. ïf you really want 
to talk about law and order, I 
will join you if you talk about law 
and order that moves away from 
corporale crime, white collar 
crime, and organized crime that is 
taking over this country. 

I think my time is about running 
out, so let me throw out a few 
things to you. 1 want to say some¬ 
thing personal to you this evening. 
F m very seriously considering; 
Fm thinking very very seriously of 
walking away from electoral poli¬ 
tics, Let me gtve you a couple 
of reasons why. F m tired of every 
Tuesday nights being Berkeley's 
nigger. I' m tired of being the 
scape goat for right wlng bigots 
ln this community and this state. 
And F m tired of being the persen 
that allows Hberals to cop out. 
And Pm tired of being the person, 
when all heil breaks loose in the 
community, that they call around 
and say/ 4 Ol Nigger Ron, l know 
you can go out there and w hal e/ 1 
And he sets home and listens to 
it on the radio. Just üke last 
nlght ln this very auditorium, a 
gentleman sald to me, 11 ! sent you 
a letter on a very Important sub¬ 
ject. I hope you raised it before 
the eouncil/ , If we are talking 
about participatory democracy, 
then partlcipate, Lnd er stand that. 
Don’ t call me on the phone and say, 
“Go fight my battles”. And Lf my 
role, being on that council has 
stopped other people from fighting 
for their freedom and justice, then 
I walk away, I just wanted to say 
that to you because I went in 
two years ago ? not because 1 wanted 
to be a poli tic tan, but because some 
people sat down and said, 
“Brother, we think your head is 
screwed on right. Go on out there 
and do tt." For 2 1/2 years Fve 
tried, But people often get confused 
in their priortties. People often get 
confused about what the struggle 
for freedom is. The people start 
to get confused about what politics 
is. I wiïl be no one’s scape goat. 
Let me close with these notes. 

Let us be clear in walking away 
from this room that there wlü be 
no freedom for black people until 
that red man on that reservation 
is free, until that brown man ts 
off hls knees in the grape field, 
until the Puerto Rican brother is 
off his knees, until every human 
being Is off his knees. 
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The local chapter of the 
Black Panther Party, as with 
Fanrher chapters in neariy 
every major city in thecoun- 
try, is now feeding break¬ 
fast to about 100 schooi kids. 

The John SavageMemorial 
Breakfast (named af ter a 
local Party memberwhowas 
recemiy assassinated) has 
undergone numerous ob» 
structions, bat is now onder 
way—much to the delight of 
many San Diegoghettochild- 

re h 

The breakfast is being held 
in the dining room of Christ 
the King Church which is 
located at 32nd Sc and lm- 
perial Avenue* Originaliy 
scheduled to be held at the 
Bethel A.M.E. Church, the 
breakfast had to be moved 
at the last mi nu te, Some 
“unidentified” vandais broke 
into the church and virtually 
destroyed the files and 
equipmem in ar least one 
office. 

This act was enough to 
intimidate enough of the 
churctTs directors into 
asking the Panthers to hold 
the free breakfast else- 
where, despite the protes- 
tations of the church’s pas¬ 
tor, Rev, Oxley. 

Evenrually, the Panthers 
obtained permission to use 
the kitchen and dining facili- 
ties at the Christ the King 
Catholic Church, Even then, 
the police decided to getinte 
the act. 

According to one of the 
priests at the church, he was 
approached by a plainclothes 
policeman two days bef ore 
the breakfast was to start 
and asked to "put the thing 
off." The priests were not 
intimidated by this question- 
able act on the part of our 
“protectors". 

At first the breakfast drew 
about 25 kids; by the 4ch day 
the number had jumped to 
over 60 kids each morning. 
Panther sisters do thecook- 
ing and the brothers serve 
the kids and act as Crossing 
guards at the busy intersec- 
tion of 32nd and Imperial, 

Another incident arose 
from our local constables 
on the 4th day of the break¬ 
fast, 

Righr at the time when the 
most kids aretrying tocross 
over Imperial to the break¬ 
fast, 4 patrol cars and 2 
undercover cars pulled over 
the Panthers at the inter- 
section and interrogated 
them for half an hour. 

Eventually, one of the 
priests came out and asked 
the police why they werebo- 
thering the brothers, The 
cops said that neighbors had 
informed them of w sus- 
picious looking* people on 
the corner, 

The priest explained that 
the brothers had been there 
for 4 days helping the kids 
across the Street and asked 
why the neighbors wouldwait 
for so long before caliing 
the police. 

The head cop just shrugged 
Ms s hou ld er s and said he 
was just doing (his) job.” 
Which is true! Hassling 1 

But that job will be in- 
finitely compounded now-- 
with 100 vanguard ele- 
mentary school kids who 
know who their friends are! 
And the number is growing.

The Theiu regime is well known 
for its moral aml spiritual weak- 
ness conc^ning the people, The 
formation of the National Liber¬ 
ation Front was, in fact, aided by 
these weakncv-ses. More than this, 
the guerrilla forces are constant- 
ly hor.urad with new recruits, de¬ 
fect in g from battallions of the 
Subtil. DouliTess, any free elec- 
tioii.s ia South Vietnam, if they 
are U'T sabotaged by the imper¬ 
ialist, wijl substantiate the comm¬ 
unist vletory. 


America’s military expertise 
and the essence of her foreign 
pölicy have been thoroughly chal- 
lenged in the jungles of Vietnam; 
she has lost both struggles. The 
strategy of Vietnamese officers, 
comparable to that of Major Che 
himself, has left the imperialist 
machinery In a haz-e of defense- 
lessness, and, has gtven the Amer¬ 
ican negotiating position a sense- 
lessness beyond reason. Now, the 
capita lis ts are left to the arith- 
metic of war deficits . 

But the reallstic texture of Viet¬ 
nam Is miich more than mere arith- 
metic. Its importance cannot be 
adequately measured In imperia- 
Ust troops and American dollars, 
lts significanee can only be eval- 
uated in the regard that, for the 
star ving peasants of Vietnam, it 
is a struggle for libe at ion: revo- 
lutionary war opposite the iargest 
and most repressive monopoly 
system in the world- the United 
States of America. In this respect, 
the National Liberation Front, 
armed with Üttle more than acon¬ 
crete ideology and genuine love 
equal to the heroic character of 
the messes, has continually waged 
successful guerrilla warfare 
agalnst the extreme military su- 
periority or American forces, For 
the people of Vietnam, it is at 
once a struggle for their home¬ 
land, for political power beyond 
repression, for their desünies, 

What is of relaüve importance 
here is Vietnam* s example to the 
rem alader of Asia's oppressed 
peoples---as Cuba has been to 
Latin America, The U.S, can not 
contain the Vietnamese revolution, 
in its fervor of geografically. The 
revolution shall be exported 
throughout non - communist 
Asia without a single Viet Cong 
going beyond the boundaries of his 
own soils, The war in Vietnam 
and all contemporary socialist 
revolutions are marked wlth in- 
ternaUonaüsm, treating national 
boundaries with the contémpt that 
does the capitalist beneath the 
sophisticated 1 crack' of the im¬ 
perialist *vhlp, have evideneed, ab- 
solutely, that United armed 
struggle and a political ideology 
relatlve to the consequences of the 
m as s e s m ake s 11 be rail on 

inevitable. 

Regardlng the example of Viet¬ 
nam, the American need to * ex¬ 
port 1 exploltation wlll suffer great- 
ly; this heroic struggle revealed 
the true cons clous ness of U.S 
foreign policy, Capitalist Interven- 
üon, by lts very nature, can not 
posslbly render freedom, in the 
revolutïonary sense, to the peo- 
pies of Vietnam, or for that, any 
nation, This realisatie^ of late, 
has brought the destortive rhetoric 
of f committments abroad* to a 
position of subordinance.

Mr. Calvin B SL Louis, 42 
year old Caribbean Worker from 
Bogles Village, Caricou Island, 
grenada: Now lies critically ill 

In Whittington Hospital, Archway, 
London.N19* He is sulfering from 
multipleinjuries including “6 bro- 
ken ribs, concussion and internat 
bleeding", the result of a brutal 
fascist assault by British police- 
men in a pollce van and in the 
police cells of Holmes Road Po- 
Uce Station, Kentish Town, NW5, 
London, on Thursday, July 3, 1969 
between the hours of 3:30-6:30 
p,m. He was then charged with 
misbehaviour or disorde rly be- 
behavlour,"" 

These are facts learnt from 
Mr. SL Louis himseif and from 
other sources by our Politica! 
Reporters. 

how did this happen?? 

Mr. St. Louis who is a family 
man with 3 children bookedtickets 
some weeks ago with travel 
agents—Toypetika, Kentish Town 
Road, London N7.--for a trip home 
to Grenada, lor his wife Elvira, 
ÏUs children and himseif, deposi- 
tlng £33.16,0 cash. On Thursday 
July 3, 1969 around 3;Ö0 p.m. he 
went in to the travel agents to 
confirm the booking and/o r to pay 
the balance and collect the tickets, 
He was then told, contrary to the 
previous arrangements, that he 
must pay a full fa re for hls 1 year 
old child, Mr, St T Louis feit that 
this was not what was agreed pre- 
vfously and therefore rightly 
asked for hls money to be refunded. 
After some dlscussion he was of¬ 
fer ed a crossed cheque for the 
refund of his deposit, He Informed 
the travel agent that he had no 
bank account and would like cash. A 
heated argument resulted with the 
usual racist insults being hurled 
at Mr, St. Louis and the travel 
agents calling in the pollce. 

When three (3) policemen with 
a policevan arrlved, the argument 
was stil] go ing on and eventually 
Mr, £t, Louis was told that he 


wouid get his deposit refunded in 
cash but he would have to co me 
back. Among the policemen was a 
certain P C. 202 andallthe police- 
men showed clear indications of 
siding, as they usualiy do, WITH 
BIG BUSINESS AND PRGPERTY 
OWNERS. They spoke roughly to 
Mr, St. Louis and handled him 
roughly pusing him out of the 
travel agency onto the streets, 
when he objected to being treated 
in this marmer, he wasimmediately 
pushed toward^ the police van, 
being told at the same time that 

* WE'LL HAVE YOU FOR DIS- 
ORDERLY CGNDUCT " In the van 
on the way to the police station he 
was called a Black bastard and 
assaulted but the main beating up 
took place In thé police cell at 
Holmes Road Pollce Station, 
Kentish Town, NWS. 

It is alleged that Mr, St, Louis 
was pushed into the cell hitting 
his head against the wal I, he was 
cuffed about the body and feil to the 
ground. While on the ground one 
constable held his two feet while 
another (it is alleged PC 202) 
dealt him several vicious kicks in 
the ribs. He was unconscious fora 
while and when he regained con- 
sciousness wasgroanlngloudlyand 
complainlng about pains all over 
his body and head. The police 
surgeion was called In andonsight 
of Mr. St, Louis without examining 
him, immediately advlsed that he 
be sent to the hospital, It was at 
this stage that he was charged for 

* misbeha vious or disorderly be- 
havior' to appear at Clerkenwell 
Magistrale Court, E C. lonFriday 
4/7/69 and was rushedto Whitting- 
ton Hospital at 7 p,m, 3/7/69 ac- 
companied by the same P.C, 202 
one of his alleged Principal attaek- 
ers. At the hospital this constable 
had words with the doctor, Mr. 
St. Louis was examined as an 
emergency case and the docto r de- 
clared ‘tenderness over the 5th 
rit/ and discharged him at 9:45

Dear Friends: 

Since July, 19G6, when the racist 
majority on the bench of the inter¬ 
national Court of ** Jusüce 1 * at the 
Hague, paesed a pro-South Afri- 
can verdict in the case brought by 
Ethiopia and Liberia, it became 
clear to the people of Namibia^ 
South West Africa, that all the 
dreanvs and hopes of acievmg in- 
dependence by peaceful means and 
through the action of the United 
Nations and its concomitantbodies, 
such as the International Court 
and the like, had vanished. On 
August 26, of the same year, 
patrtotic forces of SWAPO, 
launehed an armed struggle which 
bears the brunt of effective re- 
sistance against any oppressive 
political system. August 2C, has 
ever since, been designated as A 
DAY OF SOLIDARITY with the 
Namibia, and iscommemoratedall 
over the world.

Fascist Murders Black Man, 
Causes a Rebellion 


A fascist, pig punk inColumbus, 
Qhio shot and killed a black man, 
because he slapped his son. This 
fascist’s name is Da vidE Chesnut, 
He shot his neighbor Roy Beasley 
at least three times. Pig Chesnut 
had a grudge because Beasley* s 
children played in his yard, This 
K.KK minded punk broke bottles 
and left glass in the yard to keep 
the children out, Following the 
murder tnmdreds of people took 
to the streets in anger. The peo¬ 
ple went out to seek some instant 


practice and to avenge the mur¬ 
der of another unarmed black man, 
The theory was acceptable but the 
practice was suicidai. 

This rebellion resulted in the 
mass arrest of 133, the injury 
of 36 and the death of a her o who 
thought that he could direct traffi#* 
in the middle of a rebellion.

Retailers in the 
Tzaneen, Pietersburg, Pretoria 
and other areas came to show a 


preference for the Mamathola pro¬ 
duce, and naturally the farmers 
began to show their resentment, 
(b) Because of strongly en- 
trenched tribal traditions, each 
family was closely boundtogether. 
As capitalism began to be feit 
amongst these peasants, each pea¬ 
sant family hung on to the mor¬ 
gens left to it by the previous 
gen er at ion, With everyone werk¬ 
ing on the same lands, for the bene¬ 
fit of everyone in the family, no 
one could be released to go and 
look for employment amongst the 
exploiting white farmers. This 
created a shortage of labour - 
since these whip in hand Boer 
farmers depend almost exclusive- 
ly on cheap black labour. 

As a result of their evicüon, 
these peasants have jolned their 
black brothers and sisters in the 
so-called tribal homelands, where 
they can only survive through sub- 
sistence farming, although the men 
from time to time are forced to 
sell their labour to the farmers. 
A black farm worker receives a 
slave wage of $6.00 per month, 
It becomes nee es sa ry for him to 
work at least for six months in the 
year in order to pay the com* 
pulsory poll and tribal taxes 
amounting to $15.00 per annum. 
Every black male over the age 
of sixteen is compelled at the 
pain of a prison sentence to pay 
these taxes whether he is employed 
or not. Blacks from the reserves 
cannot seek jobs of their own 
chnice in any of the urban are as 
of South Africa, they can only be 
contracted into certain lowly paid 
jobs.
